States 
increased 
in 
num ber

m ore than a third during the ten 
years following World War II to 
reach a record total of 55 2-3 mil­ 
lion, a gain of more than 14 mil­ 
lion ov er the 1945 figure, accord­ 
ing to the statisticians. 
The increase is by far the g reat­ 
est in the country’s history. For 
com parison, during the three de­ 
cades 
of 
1900 through 
1930 
the 
children at these ages increased 
by only 12 i 3 million. 
This explanation is offered by the 
statisticians: 
“ The situation reflects essential­ 
ly a new outlook toward family life 
by our young people— the propor­ 
tion m arrie d is at an all-time high, 
and they are m arry in g and start­ 
ing the r families e arlier.” 


The p ostw ar upsurge 
in

nu m ber of children is concentrated 
very 
largely 
at 
ages 
under 
10 
years, a study of B ureau of the 
Census d ata shows, with the num ­ 
ber of ages under 5 increasing by 
41 percent and at ages 5-9 by 58 
percent. In contrast, the increase 
at ages 10-14 was only 24 percent, 
while at ages 15-17 there was actu­ 
ally a sm all decrease. 
The teen-agers are the children 
who w'ere born just before the war, 
when the birth rate was still rela­ 
tively low. 
Within the next

years their num ber will rise rap­ 
idly as the large cohort of young­ 
er children grows older. 
B acause people are living long­ 
er, today's children a re less likely 
to be orphaned than was the case 
in past generations. In 1955 less 
than five percent of children under 
18 had lost one or both parents;

ny chores that fail to the lot of a 
street departm ent. 

H. Butler 
took Mr. Ables to Cape G irardeau 
ostensibly to have him look at 
the street system there but, iii 
reality, to get him out of town 
while his friends and officials of 
the city gut ready to give him a 
surprise recognition dinner. 
The dinner was a fish try p re­ 
pared and served in the new M a­ 
lone avenue fire station at which, 
after several com plim entary talks 
were made. M ayor Butler pre­ 
sented to Mi. Ables a handsome 
Bible as a m em ento of the occa­ 
sion. 


Rem iniscing, Mr. Ables m a l l ­ 
ed that w hen he w ent to work for 
the city, the w estern city limits 
were at w hat is n o ir Southw est 
street and the eastern lim its at 
East street.

day that the joint Russian - Red 
Chinese attack on President Ei­ 
senhow er’s proposed Middle East 
program may assure its approv al 
by Congress.

an interview er he knew of no 
better way lo get quick action 
than for the Communists to “wave 
the Red flag against it as they 
did yesterday.” 
He agreed with Sen. H, Alex­ 
ander Smith 
(R N J), 
another 
m em ber of the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
that 
the 
Moscow' 
com m unique 
offered 
‘ proof" of Red d e ig n s on the 
Middle East. 
“This bluster and talk just stif­ 
fens my back bone,” Smith said. 
Russia and 
Red China, in a 
joint statem ent issued in Moscow 
yesterday, 
denounced 
President 
Eisenhower's program to protect 
the Middle East from Com m unist 
aggression. The two Com munist 
countries sam they stand leady 
to “protect" nation* ol the a ria 
from 
“aggression and interfer­ 
ence." 
Eisenhower 
adm inistration of­ 
ficials said they had been ex­ 
pecting such a step, and that the 
governm ent certainly would push 
its Mideast plan if it is approved 
by Congress. 
Eisenhower seeks standby au ­ 
thority to use U. S. forces in the 
Middle East to help" any nation 
which asks for such aid in halt­ 
ing open Com m unist # aggression 
there. He also is asking approval 
of a special m ilitary and economic 
aid program to strengtnen free 
nations m the Middle East. 
Chairm an Gordon (D -lll) of the 
House Foreign A ffairs Com mittee 
announced plans aimed at getting 
final com m ittee action on the Ei­ 
senhower resolution by the end of 
the coming week. 
Rep. Varya 
(Ohio), a top com m ittee Republi­ 
can, predicts the resolution will 
be ready for House debate sta rt­ 
ing about Jan. 30. 
Several senators em phasized in 
separate interview s their views 
that the Eisenhower plan should 
be considered on its ow n m erits, 
without regard to the Communist 
statem ent.

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Catastrophic accidents — defin­ 
ed a* those in which five or more 
persons are killed — claimed about 
20 000 lives in the continental I'nil- 
#d States during the 15 years from 
3941 Through 1955, the statisticans 
report. 
The death toll fluctuated 
from 
vear to year, langm g from a low 
of about 825 in 1941 to nearly 2 000 
in 1947. Tabulations for the 
first 
six months of 1956 show that ca­ 
tastrophes took about 
700 
lives, 
which is approximately an aver­ 
age half-year figure, the statisti­ 
cians note. 
Breakdowf of the 35-year toll as 
to the type of catastrophe shows 
conflagrations to have been most 
costly as to loss of life. These fires 
occurred in private dwellings, ho­ 


tel'. boarding and rooming hous­ 
es, institutions of various 
kinds, 
and other places, and the number 
of such fatalities totaled 5.124. 
Ranking next in number of fa­ 
talities were such natural 
disas­ 
ters as tornadoes, hurricanes, and 
l i o o d w h i c h 
resulted 
in 
3.941 
deaths. 
Motor vehicle 
catastro­ 
phes were 
responsible 
for 
3,717 
deaths. 
The greatest single disaster dur­ 
ing the 15 years was the explosion 
and fire at Texas City, Texas, on 
April 16 and 17.

Children under 18 in the United 
States 
increased 
in 
number 
by 
more than a third during the ten 
years following World War II to 
reach a record total of 55 2-3 mil­ 
lion, a gain of more than 14 mil­ 
lion over the 1945 figure, accord­ 
ing to the statisticians. 
The increase is by far the great­ 
est in the country's history. For 
comparison, during the three de- 
cades of 1900 through 
1930 the 
children at these ages increased 
by only 12 J 3 million. 
This explanation is offered by the 
statisticians: 
"The situation reflects essential­ 
ly a new outlook toward family life 
by our young people—the propor­ 
tion married is at an all-time high, 
and they are m arrying and start­ 
ing the r families earlier." 
The postwar upsurge 
in 
the 
number of children is concentrated 
very 
largely at ages 
under 
10 
years, a study of Bureau of the 
Census data shows, with the num­ 
ber of ages under 5 increasing by 
41 percent and at ages 5-9 by 58 
percent. In contrast, the increase 
at ages 10-14 was only 24 percent, 
while at ages 15-17 there was actu­ 
ally a small decrease. 
The teen-agers are the children 
who were born just before the war, 
when the birth rate was still rela­ 
tively low. Within the next few 
years their number will rise rap­ 
idly as the large cohort of young­ 
er children grows older. 
Bacause people are living long­ 
er. today's children are less likely 
to be orphaned than was the case 
in past generations. In 1955 less 
than five percent of children under 
18 had lost one or both parents; 
as recently as 1920 the proportion 
w as 16 percent.

America’s milieus of school chil­ 
dren, back in their classrooms af­ 
ter the sum m er vacation, current­ 
ly arc enjoying 
"a 
remarkably 
good state of health." the statisti­ 
cians report. In the insurance com­ 
pany’s experience among its indus­ 
trial policyholders, mortality 
for 
children and young people at ages 
5 through 19 has dropped about 40 
percent in the short period since 
the end of World War II 
The majo part o fthis recent de­ 
crease is due to control of *he 
infectious diseases, according to 
the statisticians. The decline in 
tuberculosis mortality 
has 
been 
spectacular, and rapid reductions 
also have been rm de in the mortal­ 
ity from the communicable diseas­ 
es of childhood, pneumonia, and 
heart disease—the latter 
mostly 
due to rheumatic fever at

ages. There has been a tendency 
however, for the death rates from 
cancer and its allied conditions to 
rise over the 10-year period.

Reports are made to

“ A fter a prelim inary statement 
of general aims and purposes, in­ 
structions in the new booklet fol­ 
low the Form 1040 on a line by 
line basis— for the first time in

revenue 
collection. Taxpayers should find 
this a special boon,” he said. 


“ The 
instructions 
themselves 
ha\e been made as simple as can 
lie on a series of subjects to thou­ 
sands if not millions of individual 
situations 
and 
circumstances. 
When a taxpayer reads any given 
section of the form with which 
he is concerned, he no longer has

forth in the 
booklet for guidance. It’s in the 
same arrangement

“ There w ill 
still 
be questions 
and problems. W e're prepared to 
help with answers on the phone 
— as we think most can be han­ 
dled— or in visits to our office for 
more detailed explanations. 


“ I think, incidentally, that the 
new type used this year in forms 
and booklet w ill meet with tax­ 
payer approval, even if only be­ 
cause it’s easier on the eyes. Our 
new approach to this key phase 
of tax collecting is one more just­ 
ification of our title— the internal , 
Revenue Service.”
